ployed. Benefits have been 
extended from

themselves to their widows 
and surviving children and 
parents. 


The eligibility age for Social 


Security has been lowered and 
benefits 
steadily 
increased. 


With the Medicare program of 
1965, medical insurance was 
grafted on to the basic system. 
SYSTEM OVERLOADED 


As a result of this perpetual 


grafting, the system has be- 
come overloaded. In particular 
difficulty is the payroll tax, 
which supposedly pays for all 
benefits 
and 
which 
makes 


them seem to be "earned" 
income and thus more ac- 
ceptable politically than direct 
government handouts. 


When the Social 
Security 


system started back in 1936, 
the combined payroll tax paid

The Doom of f he O/eo Tax 


The dispatches from Madison and the 


private calculations of representative legis- 
lators are in significant agreement this 
year that the end is in sight for the famous 
—or perhaps infamous — Wisconsin laws 
that prohibit the sale of colored margarine 
within the boundaries of the state and levy 
a prohibitively high tax of 15 cents a 
pound on the uncolored product. 


Doubtless these forecasts will be un- 


welcome to those of our neighbors who 
are concerned about the butter market, 
and the levels of prices in other dairy 
manufacturing channels that reflect the 
prosperity of butter. Yet we are inclined 
to guess that even the dairy producer who 
is resentful is realistic about the outlook. 
Wisconsin has the last colored oleo pro- 
hibition statute in the country. As such, 
it has become nationally notorious as an 
artificial economic barrier between states, 
and, what is more, one that has conspicu- 
ously failed to work. Everybody knows that 
oleo is being used and that it is crossing 
our boundaries as contraband in huge quan- 
tities. The fact that we cannot recall an 
instance of prosecution or apprehension 
of such bootleggers by the tax authorities, 
or any demand upon them to be more vigi- 
lant about enforcing the law, probably dis- 


closes the community consensus on 
the 


subject better than any other. 


Most observers of the legislature be- 


lieve that it will abandon the color prohi- 
bition, and attempt to pacify the dairy pro- 
ducer interest by reducing the tax on the 
substitute spread as a means of raising a 
fund with which the state's programs of 
research and promotion on behalf of dairy 
foods can be enlarged. 


Probably most citizens, including the 


most annoyed of our 
housewives, 
won't 


object particularly to such a compromise 
maneuver. It will avoid the unpleasant ne- 
cessity, from the viewpoint of the waver- 
ing representative who may 
have 
some 


farm constituents, of slapping the 
farm- 


er's face too ruiielj- and painfully. Yet we 
would guess that even if such a lesser tax 
is retained, it won't survive for long. The 
agricultural interest in Wisconsin must be 
served in all reasonable ways. But there 
is no more reason that the grocery store 
customer should finance public agricultur- 
al programs than there is for a selective 
tax on the workmen's tools for the 
sup- 


port of the state industrial commission. 
Needful public services should 
be 
sup- 


ported by general taxation, spread 
as 


broadly as possible. 
Retaining any 
dis- 


criminatory categorical tax on a 
food 


product is indefensible. 


U. S. Attitude Toward Red China 


The continuing chaos in China has put 


the United States in an understandable 
position of confusion. What can our gov- 
ernment do to exploit the situation so as 
to lower the chances of future nuclear 
conflict and improve the possibilities of 
eventual friendly relations with whatever 
regime is in control in China? 


Dredging up past mistakes seldom 


points the way for tomorrow partly be- 
cause it is hard to pinpoint such mistakes. 
We do not really know, for instance, 
whether our insistence upon a coalition 
government in post-war China contributed 
to the downfall of the Kuomintang and 
the triumph of communism. We cannot be 
sure that our recognition of the de facto 
government of Mao Tse-tung would have 
meant more amenable United States-Chi- 
nese relations. Moreover, as author D. W. 
Brogan pointed out some years ago, the 
United States is often bemused by the 
"myth" of its omnipotence. Whatever we 
might have done in the past, China might 
have developed just as it has. 


But we can look to some extent at af- 


fairs of the Soviet Union as well as that 
of China to try to determine what the fu- 
ture is going to be and how we should 
handle it. Russia in its early days of Com- 
munist control was ideologically fanatic. It 
took more than a decade for modification 
of the system and it was about that time 
that the United States recognized the Rus- 
sian Communist government. Such recog- 
nition may have contributed to generally 
better relations but it did not prevent the 
rigidity of the post-war Stalinist period or 
the Soviet efforts to use every victory in 
Europe and Asia to its own advantage. 
Similarly, there may be a retrogression to- 
ward a harder ideological line in Russia 
in the future which our proposed consular 
treaty, relaxed East-West trade and space 
and nuclear agreements may not prevent. 
But as Russia continues to improve eco- 
nomically, the return to a rigid ideological 
system seems less likely.

Cheating on Exams 


Higher education is assuming a more 


Important role in the American way of 
life as man rapidly expands his horizon of 
knowledge. Enrollments at colleges and 
universities are shooting up even faster 
than projected. 
Major portions of state 


budgets are allocated 
for expansion of 


present facilities and construction of new 
ones. A greater percentage of high school 
students than ever before worry about 
being accepted at college. 


Yet there are drawbacks to this em- 


phasis on scholarship with which educators 
must deal. One of these was publicized 
recently when a survey of more than 200,- 
000 college freshmen taken by the Ameri- 
can Council on Education showed that about 
20 per cent of the students admitted cheat- 
ing on an examination during the past year. 


tremes of Communist pressure and more 
moderate views but not anywhere nearly 
as much so as has Russia. Mao Tse-tung's 
benevolent "a thousand flowers" period 
dissolved into a new reign of terror and 
may even have been used to dredge up 
dissenters and the unfaithful. The eco- 
nomic failure of The Great Leap Forward 
meant temporary relaxation of the rigid 
commune system. But the development of 
the Red Guard, obviously with the support 
and probably the instigation of Mao and his 
major lieutenant Lin Piao, was a return to 
the tough line. That it has not yet triumph- 
ed indicates the extent of the problems on 
real control in China. But we do not yet 
know whether Mao will decide to tighten 
up or loosen the bonds if he wins this 
struggle. 


If China would only show some re- 


pentance, the United States could hasten to 
recognize whatever government is in con- 
trol, or at least this seems to be the atti- 
tude in Washington. But as both George 
Kennan and former Ambassador to Japan 
Edwin Reischauer pointed out in testimony 
before the Senate Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee, the 
Communist world 
can no 


longer be considerd a monolithic bloc. Mr. 
Kennan warned that what we do or do not 
do today in regards to the Communist coun- 
tries may be very important in sparing 
•'ourselves or our children, or both, the 
immeasurable catastrophe of a world war 
among nuclear powers." Mr. Reischauer 
felt that we have greatly overestimated 
China's strength and even its influence in 
Asia. 


Secretary Rusk has suggested that the 


current turmoil in China may lessen what 
he feels to be its large contribution to the 
North Vietnamese side in the war. What- 
ever this contribution is, our own diplo- 
matic actions in reference to China may 
in the long run influence a great deal the 
course of history in Asia. We sincerely 
hope that the attitude in Washington to- 
ward China is not going to be captive for- 
ever to the limitations it set upon itself 
almost two decades ago. 


What causes cheating? Fear of failure 


is the obvious answer, but this needs fur- 
ther examination. Many possible factors 
enter in. including parental pressure for 
good grades, easy accessibility to old tests, 
fear of low grades due to the draft, over- 
abundant social life at the expense of 
studies, and simple laziness. 


These factors are not the fault of the 


educational system. They come from hu- 
mans who compose that system. Educa- 
tors have a responsibility to combat the 
cheating which is a basic denial of the 
values upon which education stands. There 
will never be a lack of cheating as long 
as man is involved. But the fact that one 
out of every five college students has 
cheated means that educators must make 
renewed efforts to curb this dishonesty.

Soviet personnel are manning 
missile sites that ?.re killing 
American pilots. They are sup- 
plying guns made in Russia 
and Czechoslovakia, gun sights 
made in East Germany, and 
electronic 
equipment 
from 


Hungary and Poland. Without 
Soviet 
aid, North 
Vietnam 


couldn't 
last three 
months. 


Meanwhile, the Russians pi- 
ously call for an end to

same time 
castigate us

derers' in their propaganda 
broadcasts to the world. 


No sane person can call this 


record a softening attitude or a 
change in relations towards 
peace. I believe Secretary of 
State Dean Rusk should tell the 
Senate the truth and shelve the 
phoney Consular Convention.

The Atlantian, an excellent 


magazine put out by the in- 
mates at Atlanta federal pri- 
son, recently commented on 
two new prisoners who arrived 
in two different federal peni- 
tentiaries for the same offense: 
dealing in narcotics. 


One was a pharmacist, a col- 


lege graduate, who had smug- 
gled in more than $1 million 
worth of heroin. With a fine de- 
fense attorney, he received a 
sentence of only five years, 
with eligibility for parole. The 
second was an addict peddler, 
v, ho probably never had over 
$50 in his pocket at any one 
time. He was given a lawyer 
by the court, and received a 
sentence of 60 years — without 
eligibility for parole — and can- 
not be released until he is 97 
years old. 


These are typical, not unu- 


sual, examples. In the same is- 
sue, the magazine mentions a 
convict in New York who had 
served 34 years for stealing five 
dollars worth of candy. If he 
had stolen a thousand times 
that much, and had the proper 
connections, he might have 
served a year, or not at all. 
There is almost an inverse 
ratio in such matters. 


"Crime" is not an isolated 


factor in society. When the 
crime rate is high, it is gener- 
ally because the whole system 
of jurisprudence is perverted. 
When we "get tougher," it is 
only the poorest, the clumsiest, 
the dumbest, who are 
hurt 


more. The slick professionals 
continue to beat the raps, laws 
or no laws. 


There is little democracy in 


law enforcement in America— 
and this is what breeds con- 
tempt for the law in young 
criminals. And harsher punish- 
ment only makes them resolve 
to get more successful, not to 
get honest
